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EDITORS  ODYSSEY 


Having  spent  the  night 
in  Menomonee  Falls,  the  trip 
down  to  Racine  was  short  but 
hectic.  Traffic  was  brisk 
near  Brewer  town  due  to  road 
work  on  194,  which  loaded  up 
the  894  by-pass  that  swings 
northern  traffic  down  to  Ra- 
cine. We  followed  hiway  20 
right  down  to  the  lake  and 
drove  up  to  the  front  en- 
trance of  the  beautiful  new 
Festival  Hall  Convention 
Center.  Here  we  found  the 
friendly  face  of  RNS  secu- 
rity chairman  John  Wilson 
who  helped  us  unload  the 
boxes  of  booklets  and  recor- 
ds for  our  NOW  membership 
table  which  was  provided  by 
the  Racine  club.  We  were 
then  directed  to  the  "Inn  on 
the  Lake"  which  we  found  to 
be  the  former  "Racine  Motor 
Inn"  of  the  1973  Racine/NOW 
convention!

Racine/NOW  50th  anniversary 
show.

o the  competitive  nature  of 
:he  ball  card  business,  se- 
:urity  was  very  obvious  in 
iresence.  The  specialized 
lachines  used  to  process  the 
)rinted  cards  were  especi- 
illy  facinating.  The  cards 
themselves  are  printed  on 
.arge  sheet  fed  presses, 
then  roller  cut,  collated, 
trimmed  and  packaged,  all 
mtouched  by  human  hands. 

'pon  completion  of  the  tour, 

/e  were  treated  to  a selec- 
tion  of  free  playing  cards 
ind  small  books,  and  then 
iade  priviledged  to  the  em- 
)loyees  sales  room  where 
lundreds  and  hundreds  of 
)rinted  items  were  on  sale 
or  a fraction  of  retail  pr- 
_ce!  We  purchased  a 300  pie- 
;e  puzzle  for  our  grandaugh- 
ter,  but  Karen  Jacht,  from 
>ur  tour,  purchased  several 
lind  boggling  3500  piece 
jigsaws  that  she  calls  "fun" 
to  put  together!  Ugh. 

Upon  our  return  to  the 
estival  Hall,  it  was  time 


to  examine  the  bourse  for 
tokens  and  medals.  NOW  mem- 
ber Rich  Hartzog , who  deals 
in  tokens  and  medals,  didn't 
make  the  show,  so  the  clos- 
est thing  to  a pure  token 
dealer  was  Jerry  Jaeger  of 
Waconda,  111.

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AN  INTRODUCTION 


Wav  back  in  the  year 
1953,  when  your  editor  first 
became  interested  in  tokens 
and  medals,  Chet  Krause,  who 
was  already  dabbling  in  ex- 
onumia,  and  I,  waited  in  a 
hotel  room  in  Milwaukee 
where  Chet  was  to  meet  a man 
who  had  some  Wisconsin  Civil 
war  store  cards  he  was  wil- 
ling to  trade  for  coins. 

It  was  here  that  both 
Chet  and  I met  Jim  Hannifan, 
a man  well  before  his  time, 
who  had  been  collecting  tok- 
ens and  medals  for  years! 

In  this  era,  when  col- 
lecting tokens  in  Wisconsin 
was  nearly  unheard  of,  Jim 
Hannifan  was  already  "a  most 
unforgetable  character"  as 
they  used  to  say  in  the  Rea- 
ders Digest. 

At  the  meeting  at  the 
hotel  I showed  J im  a bronze 
1364  Indian  cent  that  I'd 
just  purchased,  and  he  spot- 
ted at  once  that  it  was  the 
1864-L  type,  we  knew  then  he 
was  numismat ically  sharp. 

As  the  years  passed,  Jim 
Hannifan  and  1 often  met  on 
the  Wisconsin  numismatic 
scene.  Jim  never  seemed  to 
age,  and  his  interest  never 
seemed  to  wane,  we  didn't 
ever  seem  to  find  time  to 
spend  a great  deal  of  time 
together,  we  were  too  busy 
pursuing  tokens.  Jim's  re- 
cent illness  has  brought 
about  an  exchange  of  lett- 


ers , and  he  has  consented  to 
share  some  ol  his  experien- 
ces wii h his  fellow  NOW  mem- 
bers. Believe  me,  you'll 
love  them!  Here  are  some  of 
Jim  Hannifan' s stories: 

REMINISCENTS 

BY  JIM  HANNIFAN 

There  was  a guy  in  Reed- 
sburg  who  had  a lot  of  odd 
and  unusual  material  that  he 
had  inherited  from  his  fath- 
er-in-law, the  material  cov- 
ered a wide  range  including 
Civil  war  tokens,  both  pat- 
riotic and  storecards.  I be- 
gan doing  some  business  with 
him,  he  could  always  use 
cash,  but  said  he  would 
rather  swap  on  a compatible 
basis  or  a meeting  of  the 
minds.  His  theory  was,  that 
way  he  would  always  own 
something  of  liquid  value, 
since  cash  would  be  spent, 
and  he  would  end  up  with, 

nothing  other  than  receipts. 

This  was  a good  lesson 
for  me,  and  served  me  well 
over  the  years.  Later  on,  I 
made  that  swap  with  Chester 
Krause,  for  some  pretty  rare 
tokens,  I got  some  nice  coi- 
ns in  trade  that  I still 

have.  I often  wish  I had 
kept  a list  of  just  what  I 
had,  and  what  I got  in  trade 

My  wife  always  marvels- 

at  a certain  type  of  ability 
I've  aquired,  to  go  to  some 
antique  shop  or  flea  market 
and  have  the  uncanny  knack 

of  seeing  something  odd  or 
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unusual  that  hundreds  of 
others  have  passed  by.  For 
example,  1 was  at  a recent 
flea  market  in  Portage,  and 
the  day  was  almost  over,  so 
everything  worth  while  had 
been  picked  over.  There  in 
one  case  was  a tie  stickpin 
of  William  McKinley.  1 asked 
the  lady  what  it  was  and  how 
much.  She  said  its  just  a 
tie  pin  for  a dollar,  a nice 
political  for  a buck!  if 
I could  go  thru  life  once 
more  I don't  suppose  I could 
ever  have  all  this  success 
again,  or  aquire  as  much 
knowledge  as  I already  have, 
or  could  I expect  to  get  all 
that  much  nice  material  ag- 
ain if  1 were  to  live  to  be 
400  years  old! 

One  day  I stopped  in 
Montello  Wisconsin  to  see  a 
business  person  I knew,  he 
ran  a tavern,  supper  club, 
and  bowling  alley.

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accumulation  of  Alaska  Rural 
Rehabilitation  Corporation 
tokens  his  kids  had  been  us- 
ing for  play  money. 

This  fellows'  father-in- 
law  had  been  an  early  sett- 
ler in  the  Alaska  Manatusko 
Valley,  and  in  later  years 
he  went  to  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  where  he  wrote  a 
thesis  on  his  experiences  in 
Alaska.  Well,  the  good  part 
was  that  he  had  the  experi- 
ences, and  I had  the  tokens! 
The  son-in-law  didn't  know 
he  had  anything  worthwhile 
until  I showed  him  where 
they  were  listed  in  the  Red 
Book.  We  arrived  at  a price, 
and  he  said,  "I'll  put  this 
with  what  I already  have, 
and  I'll  have  enough  to 
make  a down  payment  on  a 
house  I want  to  buy.

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8TH  ANNUAL  BOV  SCOUT  MERIT  BADGE  CUNIC 

The  8th  Annual  Boy  Scout  "Coin  Collecting"  Merit  Badge  Clinic  was  held 
on  April  16, 1988  at  the  Marshall  & Ilsley  Bank,  770  N.  Water  located  in 
downtown  Milwaukee.  Out  of  the  79  Scouts  who  attended  the  clinic  57  of 
them  passed  all  the  requirements  and  received  their  merit  badge.  Most 
of  the  scouts  who  didn't  pass  were  just  missing  coins  from  the  necessary 
type  set.  The  sponsor  for  this,  as  well  as  all  the  clinics,  has  been  the 

Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society.  Organizers  for  this  annual  event  are 
Tom  Casper  and  Lee  Hartz,  who  are  both  past  Presidents  of  the  MNS. 
Both  of  them  are  also  very  involved  in  scouting  activities  in  the  greater 
Milwaukee  area.  Assisting  them  at  this  clinic  were  the  following  MNS 
members:  Tom  Artus,  Clyde  Brinkman,  Dave  Hunsicker,  Jim  Jach, 
Karen  Jach,  Roger  Lick,  Bill  Mross,  Irene  Neidinger,  Leo  Neidinger, 
George  Neuner,  Betty  Petrovick,  Mark  Scott,  Annette  Tramte,  John 
Wilson  & Nancy  Wilson.  Tom  Schmidt,  a Young  Numismatist  from 
West  Bend  also  assisted.  In  addition,  Don  Peetz,  Unit  Commissioner 
North  East  District  Boy  Scouts  of  America  and  Frank  Craven  from  the 
Milwaukee  County  Council  of  BSA  assisted  with  check-in  and  out  of  the 
scouts.  In  attendance  at  this  clinic  was  Robert  Thibault  II,  Senior  District 

Executive,  North  East  District  BSA.  In  recognition  for  his  hard  work 
before  and  during  the  clinic,  Frank  Craven  received  a proof  set. 

The  clinic  started  shortly  after  7:00  AM  when  the  first  group  of  scouts 
arrived,  with  either  their  parents  or  scoutmasters.  After  check-in  they 
were  required  to  show  a type  set  of  currently  circulating  coins  (one  cents 
through  fifty  cents),  including  coins  from  all  three  current  mints  (PDS). 
A date  set  of  some  US  Series  of  coins  from  date  of  birth  to  present  (all  the 
same  denomination).  These  sets  must  be  produced  by  the  scouts  as  it  is  a 
requirement  before  obtaining  their  coin  collecting  badge.  After  everyone 
was  seated,  Tom  Casper  welcomed  everyone  to  the  clinic.  Also 
welcoming  everyone  was  MNS  President  Leo  Neidinger  and  ANA 
Regional  Coordinator  John  Wilson.  A 12  minute  film  "Coins  of  the 
World  - History  of  Metal"  was  then  shown.  After  the  film  the  testing 
began. 

Before  receiving  their  "Coin  Collecting"  badge  the  scouts  must  pass  five 
requirements.  The  phases  are  administered  by  slide  and  talk  programs. 
After  each  phase  the  scout  is  given  a written  quiz  dealing  with  that 
portion.  The  test  is  then  corrected  and  the  next  phase  begins.  Each  phase 
and  the  presenter  was:  Dave  Hunsicker  - Mints  and  Mint  Marks;  Tom 
Artus  - Designers  Initials;  Roger  Lick  - Grading;  Mark  Scott  - Buffed, 
Whizzed,  Altered,  Counterfeit  and  Cleaning  Coins  and  Bill  Mross  - Paper 
Money.  Between  phases  many  of  the  scouts  and  their  leaders  viewed  the 
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one  case  exhibit  of  numismatic  items  brought  to  the  clinic  by  Nancy  & 
John  Wilson. 

At  the  completion  of  the  clinic  all  the  scouts  received  unprocessed  sets  of 
1943  steel  cents  in  a holder.  Besides  this  the  following  free  items  were 
passed  out:  From  Krause  Publications  Coins  Magazine  and  Numismatic 
News;  From  Amos  Press  Coin  World;  From  Robert  Krueger  Coin 
Folders.  From  MNS  1943  Steel  Cents  Sets.  Besides  this  the  scouts 
received  Federal  Reserve  Pamphlets,  Let's  Collect  Coins  Cby  Bressett),  U. 
S.  Commemorative  Coins  (by  Fuljenz),  Welcome  to  Coin  Collecting 
(Whitman  Publication),  National  Coin  Week  Pins  - Wooden  Nickels  - 
Advertising  Notes,  and  various  other  items  including  applications  for 
many  of  the  national  and  local  numismatic  organizations.  At  the 
completion  of  the  clinic  everyone  connected  with  helping  at  the  event 
adjourned  to  "Someplace  Else,  Inc."  where  they  feasted  on  some  excellent 
food  and  refreshments.  Everyone  agreed  that  this  was  the  smoothest  run 
clinic  to  date.  Until  next  year,  I remain.

The  bank  moratorium  of  1933 
was  the  cause  of  the  emerg- 
ency monies  issued.  Paper 
and  hard  money  in  circula- 
tion was  hoarded.  Numerous 
forms  of  scrip  appeared. 
Many  municipal  governments 
issued  their  own  scrip.  The 
Wisconsin  Legislature  auth- 
orized the  state  to  issue 
ten  million  dollars  of  scrip 
Wisconsin  was  the  first  sta- 
te to  issue  scrip,  March  17, 
1933.  Each  bank  was  entitled 
to  borrow  scrip  to  the  amou- 
nt of  five  per  cent  of  its 
deposits,  for  which  it  gave 
the  Banking  Department  a 
first  lien  on  its  assets. 
State  scrip  worth  $10,  150, 
959  was  destroyed  in  the  st- 
ate heating  plant  September 
9,  1934.

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THE  TRADE 

By  Gene  Johnson  - WNWA 

Fellow  collectors,  it 
leems  that  the  trading  and 
.wapping  of  coins  has  been 
round  since  day  one.  Trades 
between  collectors;  trades 
>etween  collectors  and  deat- 
hs; trades  between  dealers; 
ierhaps  as  many  numismatic 
terns  change  hands  thru  tra- 
ing  as  thru  outright  sales 
nd  auctions! 

Among  Wisconsins  veteran 
ollectors,  trading  is  often 
he  only  route  to  take  when 
oney  cannot  buy  the  needed 
tern.  Rare  numismatic  gems 
re  often  available  only  if 
nother  rare  or  unique  piece 
s offered  for  the  "tradees" 
onsideration.  The  trading 
f non  numismatic  items  for 


coins  or  exonumia  is  also 
common,  this  route  is  trav- 
eled in  both  directions,  es- 
pecially in  antique  and  col- 
lectable transactions  in  an- 
tique and  second  hand  stores. 

My  favorite  numismatic 
trade  story  took  place  in 
Madison,  Wisconsin  in  the 
year  1958.  There  were  about 
35  active  members  in  the  Ma- 
dison Coin  CTub  at  the  time, 
two  fo  the  more  Tongtime 
members  were  Mrs.  D.C.  Whit- 
ford  who  had  collected  coins 
for  about  16  years,  and  Gor- 
don Gill,  with  more  than  30 
years  in  the  hobby.  Mrs. 
Whitford's  husband,  a non 
collector,  was  in  the  hear- 
ing aid  business  in  Madison, 
and  had  started  his  wife  in 
collecting  by  buying  her  a 
coin  book  for  Valentines  day 
in  1942. 
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Over  the  years , Mrs . 
Whitford  and  Gill  had  often 
swapped  coins,  most  gener- 
ally United  States  coins, 
since  this  was  Mrs.  Whit- 
ford's  interest, 

In  the  year  1958,  Gordon 
Gill  at  age  55  was  experien- 
cing hearing  problems,  and 
the  necessity  of  a hearing 
aid  was  apparent.  Mrs.  Whit- 
ford  had  some  previous  ex- 
perience in  swapping  hearing 
aids  for  numismatic  items, 
once  having  accepted  a bag 
of  Indian  cents  as  part  pay- 
ment, and  in  another  trans- 
action, a five  dollar  gold 
piece  as  part  of  the  settle- 
ment. The  300  dollar  price 
tag  of  the  hearing  aid  need- 
ed by  Gill  nicely  matched  a 
coin  Mrs.  Whitford  needed 
that  Gordon  had  in  duplicate, 
a 1856  flying  eagle  cent, 
scarce  back  then  in  1958,  as 
it  is  today. 

Word  of  the  trade  reach- 
ed the  Madison  State  Journal 
and  they  published  a nice  30 
column  inch  story  on  the 
swap  with  the  photo  used  in 
this  1987  remembrance.  The 
story  quoted  Gordon  Gill  as 
saying  that  Mrs.  Whitford 
got  "much  the  better  of  the 
deal",  and  also  this  inter- 
esting blip: 

"Gill,  who  owned  and  op- 
erated the  White  Cross  phar- 
macy, which  was  one  of  the 
buildings  completely  des- 
troyed recently  in  the  gas 
explosion  and  fire  on  Bass- 
ett St.,  lost  a part  of  his 
collection  in  the  fire.  But 


he  fortunately  had  the  185 
Indianhead  penny  used  in  th 
hearing  aid  transaction  i 
his  coat  pocket  at  the  tim 
of  the  explosion". 

Whatever  happened  t 
Gordons  other  1856  flyin 
eagle  cent  is  unknown,  L 
was  not  among  the  coins  i. 
his  numismatic  estate.  Per 
haps  it  perished  in  the  ex 
plosion  and  fire  that  des- 
troyed the  Bassett  Stree 
pharmacy .
